Gasoline, Anthracite, Bill Boards And 
Amusements 
Will Be Assessed 
to 
Meet Expenses of Government. 


New state taxation that will affect 
practically every citizen of this county 
was announced Wednesday by Gover­ 
nor Sproul. 
He 
estimates the pro­ 
gram will bring $38,000,000 into the 
coffers of the state. 
It was estimated 
that the additional sources of revenue 
contemplated will give the adminis­ 
tration a total of $112,000,000 to spend 
in the next two years. 
This is $9,- 
000,000 in excess of the appropriations 
made two years ago. 


Outstanding features of the revised 
program include the following items: 
Increase in the direct inheritance tax 
from 2 to 3 per cent.; increase in col­ 
lateral tax from 5 to 7VG per cent.; a 
lax of one cent a gallon on gasoline; a 
tax on billboards of five cents a square 
foot; a tax of 2 tG p<»r cent 'rn anthra­ 
cite coal, which Is expected to average 
eight rents a ton, and a tax of I per
